—Whnt Fired the Spanish Heart,
The Herald's Madeld correspondent writes on the
Oth ingtant :— )
The day bofore yesterday General Slekles informed
me that if the Government would interfere at all be-
tween Spain and Cubap, G wonld be only from mo-
tives of }mmunlt.y, to endeavor to check useloss ef-
fusion of blood, or to Interpode with advice or a sug-
gestion upon which a compromise of peace coulil be
made between the two conntries: but as for pur-
chasing Cuba, he did not belleve the United States
Government had the least intention, s the Govern-
